The Body o i M orrill Conveyed to M ont­ 


p elier—Fu'i« J I Services at the 
Mate Capitol. 


C a n t o n, Jan. 3.—Judge William R. 
Hay, president of the peace commission 
at Paris and late secretary of state, re­ 
ceived a welcome home which took the 
form of a banquet at tho Barnett House, 
given by the {Stark County Bar asso­ 
ciation. 
Hon. W. A. Lynch, who was formerly 
Judge Day’s law partner, but who now 
devotes his time principally to railroad 
managements, was master of ceremon­ 
ies. Judge George E. Baldwin, one of 
the oldest practitioners at the local bar 
and a very intimate friend of the guest 
of honor, delivered tho welcoming ad­ 
dress, to winch Judge Day responded. 
Judge Day paid a high tribute to the 
legal fraternity of Stark county, closing 
with an eloquent reference to President 
McKinley, a member ot the association, 
aud reciting his devotion to the country 
during the war aud the incidents lead­ 
ing thereto. He then spoke of the mat- I 
ters which took himself aud his col- I 
leagues to Paris, saying in part: 
j 
“lf I were called upon to state the : 
most gratifying circumstances of our ‘ 
foreign relations during the war it 
would be found in the uniformly cordial 
aud hearty friendship of the ‘English 
nation before and during the struggle. 
Observing the obligations of neutrality 
and never stepping outside the require- 
inedts of international law, we had the 
sympathy aud good will of that great 
power. I don’t believe either nation 
sects or would be benefited by a formal 
alliance. 
“.Nevertheless, the existence of cor­ 
dial relations between people kindred 
by blood, speaking the same language 
aud having the same ideals of civil lib­ 
erty aud good government, is a fact 
the potency of which can hardly be 
overestimated. 
“This is not the time nor place to dis­ 
cuss our policy in the far east. If this 
treaty should be ratified, it brings to 
the United States title to the archi­ 
pelago, to dealt with as the American 
people in their wisdom may see fit. In 
oue thing, I think, we are all agreed, 
that when the line of our duty there 
has been determined it must be dis­ 
charged as becomes a great, free aud 
liberty-loving nation. 
Whether or no 
we have so vvilh d, the days of our in­ 
ternational isolation are past. It doesn’t 
follow that the advice of the Immortal 
Washington to avoid entangling al­ 
liance is less potent today than when 
the wolds were written. 
“ The American citizen has a right to 
go wherever trade and enterprise may 
legitimately seek an outlet for the prod­ 
uct of American thrift aud industry, 
and there must follow, if need ie, the 
overshadowing protection of the Hag.” 
Other addresses were delivered as 
follows: “ American Diplomacy,” Hon. 
.j. I wing Bro >ks of Salem; “ Hie Presi­ 
dent,’' Judge isaac H. Taylor, Carroll­ 
ton; “ Bi ndi and Bar,” Judge!’.

The situa­ 
tion was irritating in the fact that ac­ 
cording to the experience of the lasU 
few days it was not to be expected that 
any tiling more could be heard from 
Hollo for a day or two at least, except 
in the very improbable event that the 
Amebean force had been repulsed is 
their efforts to make a lauding and had 
beeh obliged to return straight to Ma­ 
nilla. Ii w as surmised from the reports 
that General Miller was proceeding 
witti more tact aud with less roughness 
in his dealings with the insurgents 
than appeared trom a first inspection of 
tile reports.

TAKEN TO VERMONT. 


C a n t o n , Jan. 3.—Judge William R. 
Day, president of the peace commission 
at Paris and late secretary of state, re­ 
ceived a welcome homo which took tho 
form of a banquet at tho Barnett House, 
given by the {Stark County Bar asso­ 
ciation. 
Hon. W. A. Lynch, who was formerly 
Judge Day’s law partner, but who now 
devotes his time principally to railroad 
managements, was master of ceremon­ 
ies. 
Judge George E. Baldwin, one of 
the oldest practitioners at the local bar 
aud a very intimate friend of the guest 
of honor, delivered tho welcoming ad­ 
dress, to winch Judge Day responded. 
Judge Day paid a high Tribute to the 
legal fraternity of Stark county, closing 
with an eloquent reference to President 
McKinley, a member ot the association, 
aud reciting his devotion to tile country 
during the war aud the incidents lead­ 
ing thereto, 
lie then spoke of the m at­ 
ters which took himself aud his col­ 
leagues to Paris, saying in part: 
“ if I were called upon to state the 
most gratifying circumstances of our 
foreign relations during the war it 
would be found in the uniformly cordial 
aud hearty friendship of the 'English 
nation before and daring the struggle. 
Observing the obligations of neutrality 
and never stepping outside the require- 
medts of international law, we had the 
sympathy aud good will of that great 
power. I don’t believe either nation 
seeks or would be benefited by a formal 
alliance. 
“ .Nevertheless, the existence of cor­ 
dial relations between people kindred 
by blood, speaking the same language 
aud having the same ideals of civil lib­ 
erty aud good government, is a fact 
the potency of which can hardly be 
overestimated. 
“ This is not the time nor place to dis­ 
cuss our policy in the fur east. 
If this 
treaty should be ratified, it brings to 
the United States title to the archi­ 
pelago, to dealt with as the American 
people in their wisdom may see fit. 
in 
oue thing, I think, we tiro all agreed, 
that when the line of our duty there 
has becu determined it must be dis­ 
charged as becomes a great, free aud 
liberty-loving nation. 
Whether or no 
we have so will* d, the days of our in­ 
tel national isolation are past. It doesn’t 
follow that the advice*ot the Immortal 
Washington to avoid entangling al­ 
liance is less potent today than when 
the wolds were written. 
“ Tile American citizen has a right to 
go wherever trade and enterprise may 
legitimately seek an outlet for the prod­ 
uct of American thrift ami industry, 
and there must follow, if need ie, the 
overshadowing protection of the flag.”

The b uild­ 
ing is owned b y John I, Hodsoii, b ut as 
yet his lo.ss cannot b e estiniwted, al­ 
though it is prob ab le the repairs to the 
b uilding will entail an ex penditure of 
f 800. 
The loss to the Oolclongh Bros is 
ab out j!400, covered b y insurance.' The 
fire w’as confined to the b akeehop, and 
many cooking ntensils w’ere rendered 
useless b y the intense heat. 
The flour 
and lard ui the b nilding at the time 
were entirely destroyed b y water. 
The 
loss is covered b y insnrance. 
The loss to Fryett will amount to not 
less than flOO. with noiusnrauce. Dam­ 
age to this part of the b nilding was 
caused principally b y w ater, although 
the flames from the 
room b eneath 
b nrued the floor considerab ly. 
The b uilding will b e repaired at once, 
b ut it w’ill b e several days b efore the oc­ 
cupants will b e ab le to resume b usiness.

Tho fire was caused by a defective 
fine. 
A few minutes after noon yesterday 
smoke was discovered emerging from 
the bakery and a telephone message was 
sent to the fire station. 
A very quick 
run was made by the department, but 
when they arrived the rear portion of 
the bakery was burning furiously. 
Tho 
Babcocks and hose were brought, into 
service and within JU) minutes the 
flames were extinguished. 
The build­ 
ing is owned by John I. Hod son, but as 
yet his loss cannot be estimated, al­ 
though it is probable the repairs to the 
building will entail an expenditure of 
$300. 
The loss to the Colclongh Bros is 
about $400, covered by insurance.' The 
fire was confined to the bakeshop, and 
many cooking utensils were rendered 
useless by the intense heat. 
The flour 
and lard in the building at the time 
were entirely destroyed by water. 
The 
loss is covered by insurance. 
The loss to Fryett will amount to not 
less than $100, with no insurance. Dam­ 
age to this part of the building was 
caused principally by water, although 
the flames from the 
room beneath 
burned the floor considerably. 
The building will be repaired at once, 
but it will be several days before the oc­ 
cupants will be able to resume business.

COLONEL HARD MAUE CORRECTION 


IChile In W ashington H® Succeeded In 


Having A p p o in ted a Special Coni mitt- 
cloner Whose D uty I t W ill Be to Locate 
^ 
11,0 Undies. 


Colonel Hard. of the Eighth Ohio, 
has arranged for the removal of the 
bodies of those soldiers of his regiment 
who died in Cuba. 
They number 25, 
one of whom, Francis Smith, was a 
member of Company E. 
He succeeded 
in having appointed a special commis- 
lion who will look after the dead of the 
Eighth. 
In an interview the colonel 
says: 
• We want all the boys of Ohio to find 
their final resting place within the bor 
ders of the old Bnckeye State, and it 
was to make absolutely certain of this 
that I went to W ashington. 
W hile 
there I was furnished with the maps of 
all Caban graves of American soldiers. 
I found the maps most elaborate and as 
accurate as possible, considering the rec 
ords. Bat on the map of graves in San 
tiago province I discovered our regimen 
tai cemetery, near our camp on Sevilla 
hill, 
had been entirely overlooked. 
There w as not the least record of the 
graves of the 14 boys we laid to rest 
there. It was oar own burial ground 
and no other soldier was buried there. 
This cemetery is only a short distance 
from where General Shafter had his 
headquarters. 
All of these men are 
fever victims and died in the regimen­ 
tal field hospital between Jnly 28 and 
Aug. 18. 
"Tho plan of the government to bring 
the dead home is complete. 
It is pro­ 
posed to send a corps of about a dozen 
men to Cuba to superintend the work. 
These men will be selected from the 
army, but will be men who understand 
the work of removing bodies. 
A Dum­ 
ber of undertakers w ill go along and 
different localities w ill probably follow 
Ohio's example in sending a special 
representative to make sure that no 
soldier of their locality is overlooked, 
and that the right body is brought to 
its relatives or friends. 
Some Cubans 
will also be employed to assist in the 
work of disinterment. 
"The goverment commissioners will 
be equipped with stencils and oue will 
be made for each body. 
It will give 
the name, regiment, company, in fact, 
the whole record of the deceased. 
This 
will be stamped upon the ends, sides, 
bottom and top of the rough box con­ 
taining the remains, so that no matter 
in what position the box is, the right ad­ 
dress can be readily seen, and no mis­ 
take made. 
The stencil will be placed 
on the rough box to guard against possi­ 
ble accident that m ight obliterate the 
several addresses on the exterior of the 
box. 


"(Quartermaster General Ludington 
laid he would be pleased to take oare of 
the Eighth Ohio’s special representative. 
The representative will be given trans­ 
portation from New York to Caba and 
cared for while there. 
However, there 
are other expenses that the regiment or 
relatives of the dead Ohio boys will have 
to pay. I expect to call a meeting of 
relatives and friends of the dead of my 
command to arrange plans for taking 
care of the dead after reaching New 
York. There will not likely be any 
special regimental arrangements for the 
funerals of ths dead, but each company 
of the command will in all probability 
arrange for that and every man will re­ 
liv e a military funeral.

bodies of those soldiers of his regim ent 
who died in Cuba. 
They num ber 25, 
on0 of whom, Francis Sm ith, was a 


m em ber of Company E. 
He succeeded 
in having appointed a special commis* 


,ion who will look after the dead of the 
Eighth. 
In an interview the colonel 
•ays: 
••We want all the boys of Ohio to find 
their final resting place w ithin the bor­ 
ders of the old Buckeye State, and it 
was to make absolutely certain of this 
that I went to W ashington. 
W hile 
there I was furnished w ith the maps of 
all Caban graves of Am erican soldiers. 
I found the maps most elaborate and as 
accurate as possible, considering the rec­ 
ords. Bat on the m ap of graves in San­ 
tiago province I discovered oar regim en­ 
tal cemetery, near our cam p on Sevilla 
hill, 
had been entirely 
overlooked. 
There was not the least record of the 
graves of the 14 boys we laid to rest 
there. It was oar own burial ground 
and no other soldier was buried there 
This cemetery is only a short distance 
from where G eneral Shafter had his 
headquarters. 
All of these m en are 
fever victims and died in the regim en 
tai field hospital betw een Ju ly 28 and 
Aug. 18. 
“The plan of the governm ent to bring 
the dead home is complete. 
It is pro* 
posed to send a corps of about a dozen 
men to Cuba to superintend the work 
These men will be selected from the 
army, but will be m en who understand 
the work of rem oving bodies. 
A nom 
ber of undertakers w ill go along anc 
different localities w ill probably follow 
Ohio’s example in sending a sped a 
representative to m ake sure th at no 
soldier of their locality is overlooked, 
and that the right body is brought to 
its relatives or friends. 
Some Cubans 
will also be employed to assist in the 
work of disinterm ent. 
“The goverment commissioners will 
be equipped w ith stencils and oue will 
be made for each body. 
It will give 
the name, regim ent, company, in fact, 
the whole record of the deceased. 
This 
will be stamped upon the ends, sides, 
bottom and top of the rough box con­ 
taining the rem ains, so th at no m atter 
in what position the box is, the rig h t ad­ 
dress can be readily seen, and no mis­ 
take made. 
The stencil will be placed 
on the rough box to guard against possi­ 
ble accident th at m ight obliterate the 
several addresses on th e exterior of the 
box. 


“Quartermaster G eneral Ludington 
■aid he would be pleased to take care of 
the Eighth Ohio’s special representative. 
The representative will be given tran s­ 
portation from New York to Cuba and 
cared for while there. 
However, there 
are other expenses th at the regim ent or 
relatives of the dead Ohio boys will have 
to pay.

Colonel Hard, of the E ighth Ohio, 
has arran g ed for the removal of the 
bodies of those soldiers of his regim ent 
who died in Cuba. 
They num ber 25, 
one of w hom , Francis Smith, was a 
member of Company E. 
He succeeded 
in having appointed a special commis- 
uon who w ill look after the dead of the 
Eighth. 
In an interview the colonel 


gays: 
••We want all the boys of Ohio to find 
their final resting place w ithin the bor 
ders of the old Buckeye State, and it 
was to make absolutely certain of this 
that I went to W ashington. 
While 
there I was furnished w ith the maps of 
all Caban graves of Am erican soldiers. 
I found the maps most elaborate and as 
accurate as possible, considering the rec­ 
ords. But on the map of graves in San­ 
tiago province I discovered our regim en­ 
tal cemetery, near our cam p on Sevilla 
hill, 
had been 
entirely 
overlooked. 
There was not the least record of the 
graves of the 14 boys we laid to rest 
there. It was our own burial ground 
and no other soldier was buried there. 
This cemetery is only a short distance 
from where General Shafter had his 
headquarters. 
All of these men are 
fever victims and died in the regim en­ 
tal field hospital between Ju ly 28 aud 
Aug. 18. 
"The plan of the governm ent to bring 
the dead home is complete. 
It is pro­ 
posed to send a corps of about a dozen 
men to Cuba to superintend the work. 
These men will be selected from the 
army, but will be men who understand 
the work of removing bodies. 
A num ­ 
ber of undertakers will go along and 
different localities will probably follow 
Ohio’s example in sending a special 
representative to m ake sore that no 
soldier of their locality is overlooked, 
and that the right body is brought to 
its relatives or friends. 
Some Cubans 
will also be employed to assist in the 
work of disinterment. 
"The government commissioners will 
be equipped with stencils and one will 
be made for each body. 
It will give 
the name, regiment, company, in fart, 
the whole record of the deceased. 
This 
will be stamped upon the ends, sides, 
bottom and top of the rough box con­ 
taining the remains, so th at no matter 
in what position the box is, the right ad­ 
dress can be readily seen, and no mis­ 
take made. 
The stencil will be placed 
on the rough box to guard against possi­ 
ble accident that m ight obliterate the 
several addresses on the exterior of the 
box. 


Quartermaster General Ludington 
•aid he would be pleased to take care of 
the Eighth Ohio’s special representative. 
The representative will bo given trans­ 
portation from New York to Cuba and 
oared for w hile there. 
However, there 
are other expenses th at the regim ent or 
relatives of the dead Ohio boys will have 
to pay. 
I expect to call a m eeting of 
relatives aud friends of the deud of my 
command to arrange plans for taking 
care of the dead after reaching New 
°rk. 
There will not likely be any 
special regimental arrangem ents for the 
chorals of ths dead, but each company

c*‘ve a military funeral.

toeut, aud each one of them will no 
oubt st e that its dead soldiery receives 
a fitting funeral.

“ Cleopatra’s prank was not tho first 
of its kind. 
I he same absurdity had 
been committed by a silly fellow in 
Home named iEsop—not your favorite 
fable teller, 
for he lived 
centuries 
earlier, and was a very wise man. The 
Bornan ^Esop was the son of a rich act­ 
or, aud, just to make himself talked 
about, he took a pearl from the eardrop 
of Cacei IJ a, the wife of the tyrant SyJla, 
and, according to writers of that age, 
drank it in vinegar. 
I believe that the 
possibility of dissolving this kind of 
gem is disputed by many modern au­ 
thorities, but the ancients 
have bad no doubt on tho 
the instances recorded by them were 
numerous and were attested by men of 
scientific standing. A Japanese natural­ 
ist, who lias studied pearls minutely, 
states that he has found them of such 
various quality and structure that the 
existence of specimens which might Le 
melted does not seom to him inconceiv­ 
able. 
But whether ^Esop liquefied his 
pearl or not the performance certainly 
cost him a sum equivalent to $40,000__ 
quite enough, though nothing in eom- 
p.iricon with what Cleopatra squander­ 
ed. 
Hers was the wildest piece of ex­ 
travagance that I can recall. 
‘It was tho fashion to be extravagant 
then. Mary Antony was not far behind 
the Egpytian queon in that respect, 
though his fancy was not for beverages 
flavored by trinkets.

once went into the kitchen of his palace 
in Alexandria saw eight wild 
boars 
roasting at the same time and thought 
there must be an immense number of 
guests expected, but the cook told him 
only 12 persons would dine that day, 
and the reason of the extensive prepara­ 
tions was that no one could say exactly 
when Antony would go to the table. 
But whenever he gave the signal the 
meat must be just in proper condition 
at that moment.

Secretary Wilson was strongly im­ 
pressed with what he saw at Tuskegee 
recently. 
He missed the president’s 
train to complete a careful inspection 
of Booker T. Washington’s methods. It 
is his conviction that in this experi­ 
ment is furnished a very important sug­ 
gestion tor the treatment of 10,000,000 
colored people recently brought under 
tho flag of tile United States. He would 
have the people of the new possessions 
taught as the pupils aro at Tuskegee. 
In speaking of the impression he ro- 
coived the secretary of agriculture de­ 
clared 
that Tuskegee furnished “ the 
most successful effort ever undertaken 
to teach the colored people to do some­ 
thing somebody wants done. 
> “ They go to the woods,” he said, 
bring the logs to the mill, saw the di­ 
mension lumber and do the carpenter 
work for all purposes connected with 
the institution, including the making 
of doors, window frames, sashes, blinds 
and everything else pertaining to a 
house. 
They go to the clay bank and 
make brick, lay the brick and, really, 
from the inception to tho finish make 
all their own buildings. 
They shoe 
their own horses, make their own wag­ 
ons, iron aud paint them, make buggies 
and carriages, including the upholster­ 
ing. 
The girls are taught nutrition, tin 
place that each element of food has on 
tile tablo, how to compound rations anc 
feed a young person or an old person 
They are taught to cut, fit and make 
their own dresses, to make aud trim 
their own bonnets. 
They ore getting 
attention not only from the colored peo­ 
ple of tho south, hut from the whites us 
well. The educated professors of the in­ 
stitution are invited to address white 
audiences as well as colored on matters 
relating to sciences affecting agricul 
ture. 
“ The management of the soil is he 
jug taught by object lessons by the pro 
fusser of agriculture there, a young mac 
named Carver, who was educated at the 
Iowa Agricultural college. 
He shows 
them how to double tho yield of their 
crops by conserving the moisture of the, 
soil through proper and timely cultiva- I 
don. 
He is giving the farmers of that 
country object lessons in feeding the 
raw material of tile south to dairy cows 
and swine, poultry, etc. 
“ There is great need of just such an 
institution, or several such institutions, 
not only in every state in the south, but 
in every state iii the Union. 
Congress 
in I bb.‘I endowed an institution in each 
of the states to educate the young farm­ 
er aud the young mechanic. Tho intern 
tiou wa8 at that time to give the young 
farmer a knowledge of the sciences that 
relate to his life work. 
Some of them 
have been more successful than others 
Ail of them are doing well, and some 
of them are doing remarkably well. 
Congress could not furnish teachers. 
There were no teachers, because there 
were no such institutions. 
These col­ 
leges are doing something along that 
line, but they take the student into a 
college course, 
not into a training 
school. They are expected to make him 
a scholar along agricultural and mechan­ 
ical lines. 
The Tuskegee school begins 
further down uud prepares its own stu 
dents thoroughly before they are intro 
dnced to the sciences. 
“ A very inter' sting hint comes to the 
people of the Unit'd States from Tusko 
gee at the present time. We will be re 
sponsible to the world and the Maker oi 
the world f ar 10,000, UUU of col* .red peo­ 
ple in the several islands now under 
our flag. The very best service that can 
be done by the United States to those 
islands is to teach their people to work, 
just as Booker Washington is reaching 
the colored people of Tuskegee to work. 
We have not had marked success with 
the Indian, because he would not work. 
We aro working people ourselves. 
A 
man lias scarcely respectable standing 
in the United States who does not con 
tribnto by his head or his hands to the 
welfare of the republic. But the colored 
men will work, and just as rapidly as 
the people of tho; e islands can be helped 
in this direction, success will come to 
the efforts of the United States in try­ 
ing to do them good. Just in what way 
congress may deem wise 
to manage 
those islands no one can tell. 
Perhaps 
congressmen cannot tell themselves yet, 
but education toward the industries is 
what the people of the islands are all 
needing. 
“ Tim scientist has scarcely turned bis 
attention to any of the products of the 
tropics. 
A bacterial disease attacked 
coffee trees of Java a few years ago aud 
swept them from the face of the island. 
Had one of our Washington department 
of agriculture pathologists been there 
he could have stopped the thing at its 
inception. 
A scale was destroying the 
orange trees along the river Tagus in 
Portugal. 
Dr. Howard of the depart 


meat of agriculture introduced an insect 
that lived on the scale and saved the 
orange trees of that valley and has re­ 
liv e d the gratitude of that people. But 
nobody bas made any study of the in­ 
sect pests of those islands. 
The sooner 
the blighter people of the several islands 
have their attention turned to these 
things the more < asily they will be gov­ 
erned, and the sooner they will be ready 
to govern themselves substantially. 
It 
is difficult to imagine progress and hap­ 
piness among any people who don’t 
study the soil from which they draw 
their sustenance, the relation* of the 
plant to that soil and the animal life j 
that soil will sustain. This is all being 
dono at Tuskegee. 
It is not being done 
in any one of tho islands that are now 
so much talked of by the American peo­ 
ple and so much written about by our 
newspaper friends, and so'much agoniz­ 
ed over by those who regret that they 
cannot see further in the future than 
their neighbors. 
‘‘Booker Washington with his Tus­ 
kegee school has given the key to suc­ 
cess, if we take tho hint and set a going 
the influences that will educate those 
people. 
It is not enough nowadays to 
teach a man mathematics, philosophy 
and belies lettres. The world has a sur­ 
plus of people educated that way. 
Our 
country is famous for educated artisans. 
It is not famous for educated tillers of 
tho soil. 
Half of our population lives 
by tilling the soil. 
Nearly all of tho 
people of those islands must live by till­ 
ing tho soil. 
We are now educating in 
the sciences relating to 
agriculture 
young men in half a hundred institu­ 
tions. We w ill have a surplus teaching 
force of that kind presently, who will 
be competent to man institutions, as we 
did not have them 40 y ears ago, when 
congress endowed colleges to educate to­ 
ward 
industries.” —Special St. Louis 
Globe-Deiuocrat. 
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MAGNETISM IN BRICKS. 


I n l e r e s t l i i g 
F v p e r lm e n fN 
M a d e 
by 
P r o f e s s o r L a w r e n c e ut K ochcM ter. 
Probably tile idea that a humble red 
brick would ever play any part in elec­ 
trical experiment* has occurred to few. 
However, this is just what ti certain lot 
of bricks composing a pier at Hic Reyn­ 
olds laboratory in Rochester did and 
will continue to do as long as they are 
within reals(liable distance of the deli­ 
cate electrical instruments used in the 
laboratory. 
A suspicion that the above 
contingency might exist bas been iii 
the mind of Professor Henry E. Law­ 
rence of tim University of Rochesti r for 
some time past. 
That it is a reality he 
now feels sure, and the methods he used 
to come to that oonciasiou are most in­ 
teresting. 
The professor, in collaboration with 
Otis A. Gage, a special student in elec­ 
tricity, began a series of experiments 
covering some months. Tho performance 
of a magnetometer which wan used in 
measuring the magnetic power of a 
steel liar was the first cause for suspect­ 
ing that the bricks were other than 
what their appearance would lead one I 
to think. The magnetometer had rested 
on a brick pier for the purpose of lunk- I 
big it plumb. 
Not long after Professor 
Lawrence, while iii Ann Arbor, heard 
of a similar experience occurring there. I 
On bis return the experiments went on 
with more zeal than ever. Bricks of all 
varieties were put through any number 
of tests, aud the great majority were 
found to be magnetic. 
Those manufac­ 
tured by water power, known as “ hy­ 
draulic” bricks, proved to be exceeding 
ly strong, one equaling the power of a 
steel needle 2.8 centimeters iii length. 
This same block of clay would make 
noticeable deflections in comparatively 
crude instruments, while delicate ones 
would flutter perceptibly. 
One of tho bricks, a plain white one, I 
hydraulically pressed, possessed no mag- I 
netisin. 
A certain amount of lime en- I 
tern into the composition of a white 
brick, such as was used, and its presence 
undoubtedly had much to do with the 
absence of magnetic power. It was dis­ 
covered that the bricks gained magnet­ 
ism in the presence of a dynamo, though 
tim surrounding of the bricks by wire 
coils made no perceptible different 
Heating tho bricks served iu a measure 
to dt arouse the magnetism, though in 
each mise a minute amount was retained. 
To |iist what cause this is due neither 
gentleman is ready to state. 
It is»the 
present opinion, however, that th* ro is 
more or less magnetite in the clay of 
Which the bricks are made. 
The mode 
of manufacturing is also thought to 
have something to do with the phe­ 
nomena. 
As Hated above, the presence 
of lime served to decrease the magnet­ 
ism, while 
the absence allowed of 
greater power. The professor thinks the 
importance of his discovery obvious. 
The slightest trace of unsuspected mag­ 
netic power in the structural part of a 
laboratory is necessarily fatal to nicety 
of electrical measurements.—Rochester 
Democrat and Chronicle.
